Cleveland, April 3.2.—Opposing forces in the union 


against union struggle growing out of the insurgent 
strike of railway switchmen and yardmen which has 
tied up freight movements in Cleveland and a score of 
important citites. met this afternoon in the preliminar- 
ies of a finished fight. While Samuel Gompers and W. 
G. Lee were this afternoon addressing a "return to work" 
rally of five local lodges vof the trainmen's brotherhood, 
insurgent leaders at another meeting were urging 
strikers to stay out until their wage victory was won. 


Mr. Gompers accepted an invitation tendered by Mr. 


L'ee to address the meeting and is scheduled to speak 
late today. Before going into the meeting of the train- 
men, 
(iompers had a brief conference with President 


Lee. He said he would back the Brotherhood to the last 
in their fight to keep their ranks.

Mr..Gompers declared that the whole power of the 


American Federation of Labor will back the old railroad 
organization in their fight against the strike. • Freight 
movement in all Cleveland terminals, with the excep- 
tion of the New York Central Collinwood yards where 
a. half dozen switchmen were working was at a standstill 
today. Passenger and mail trains were running about 
normal on all Cleveland roads.

Professor H. A. Miller, ' of

Sociology department of Oberlin 
College, discussed "The New The- 
ory of Democracy.'' 
He 
claimed 


that we must change our 
present 


system of political action from the 
egotistic to the altruistic. In other' 
words, "All for one and 
one for 


all." 
He said: "We must do our 


political work in groups and not in 
single units. A man 
must

where he sleeps. 
He should vote

works and in which he has

consciousness 


must organize and .conduct its-.own 
affairs. 
This makes it 
necessary 


that we orgonize until every unit of 
the group is fairly and rightly rep- 
resented and protected.

termining." but we must go furth- 
er and insist that people be

governing.1'
